ON RAILROAD 


Tramp Steps in Trent of Freight 


Engine 
st New 
Oxford 
and 
Diet an Way ta 
Gettysburg. 


Ane tiler Jumps in Trent af Train. 


An unknown tramp stepped ip front 
of an eastbound engine at New Oxford 
about half pas* nine this morning aud 
died from injuries while tieing brought 
to Gettysburg on the passenger train 
which arri vee bere at IO. UH. Thursday 
afternoon an inmate from Mount Hope 
Retreat jumped in front of the West­ 
ern Maryland train arriving here at 
5 4ft in the evening and was instantly 
killed. 
The tramp was standing en the plat­ 
form at the station at New Oxford 
when the train approached and a few 
moments before it reached the place 
where be was stationed be started to 
cross the track. 
He was attacked by 
two dogs and stooped to pick up some 
stones to drive them away. 
This de 
layed him so much that before he 
could get away he was struck. 
Tbs 
fellow had seen the engine approach­ 
ing and when the engineer saw his 
perilous position be blew the whistle 
f r il l y but the accident was inevit 
able. 
Both 
of the victim ’s bands 
were partly severed und be was badly 
injured near the base of the brain. 
Doctors were summoned and they 
gave "first aid " to the man who was 
unconscious and iii an apparently c riti­ 
cal condition 
It was deemed advis­ 
able to tiring bim to the County Home 
where proper care con Id be given and 
be was placed on the regular passenger 
train which was then due. 
On the 
way to Gettysburg ho died and upon 
arrival bere was taken to the Alms 
House and 
the body prepared 
for 
burial. 
The man was a cripple, having only 
one leg. He was in Gettysburg several 
days ago loitering about the Western 
Maryland station and was ordered by 
Officer Wilson to leave.

Railroad Employ** Admit Track waa 


Out of Line and Engineer of Train 


Waa Not Warned — Rotten T i m 


B urned. 


Phillipsburg, N. J., May & .—"By the 
evidence before us we conclude that 
the accident was caused by defective 
roadbed.” 
. 
Such was the finding of the coro­ 
ner’s Jury following the lnqulst into 
the death of one of the victims of the 
wreck of the special train on the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad 
at 
Martin a 
creek, N. J., last Saturday. 
t 
The train waa a special teachers ex­ 
cursion from Utica. N. Y.. to W u b in f. 
ton, and the accident resulted in the 
death of eleven persona, eight being 
burned to death in the wreckage. 
The finding of the Jury waa made in 
connection 
with the death of Miss 
Eleanor 
Rutherford, a Utica school 
teacher, who died from her Injuries in 
the Easton, Pa., hospital. 
Prosecutor Stryker, who assisted 
Coroner Kiney in his investigation, 
declared that he would have liked to 
have had a more explicit verdict, He 


“The case is now up to the *ran(* 
jury for further investigation, if it 
cares to take it. No one being charged 
with neglect, there is no one 
whom a charge can be made. There 
was no evidence to show that any per­ 
son charged with the care of the roatF 
bed had any knowledge of a defect, ii 
there was any.” 
That there was carelessness on toe 
part of some one or several perhaps 
was shown, and that ends of the ties 
were rotten was sworn to by an im­ 
portant witness; also that rotten ties 
at the scene of the wreck were burned 
Id a field after dark by somebody* 
order on the day of the disaster. 


Admit Track Out of Lino. 
During the 
inquest railroad em­ 
ployes, summoned as witnesses, a< - 
mltted that the track was out of line 
from als to twelve Inches, that ballast 
had been 
removed 
preparatory 
to 
straightening the track, that no warn­ 
ing signals were displayed and that 
the section hands sent no call for as 
sistance or for apparatus to fight the 
flames which were consuming the per­ 
sons pinned in the wreckage 
Jacob Huff, of Brainerds, N. J., one 
of the section men who were repair­ 
ing the track at the point where the 
train left the rails, was the first wit­ 
ness He admitted that the track was 
out of line from six to twelve Inches 
and taht the ballast had been re 
moved in order 
to 
straighten 
the 
track. 
No ties or rail had been re­ 
moved, however. 
He did not know the special was 
scheduled and no signals had been 
put out to warn the engineer of the 
condition of the track ahead. 
He ad­ 
mitted, in answer to a question by a 
Juryman, that it was customary to 
warn trains when the trac k was being 
repaired. 
Edward De Reamer, foreman of the 
sexton gang, said the track st the 
curve wbeer the special went to de­ 
struction was in bad condition and an 
extra force had been sent there to 
assist iii making the repairs. Ballast 
had been removed from the ends of 
tbs ties for a distance of 600 feet. 
Did Not Signal Engineer. 
He gave no signal to the engineer 
to slacken his speed, although he ad­ 
mitted that it was his duty to do that.

The train ra nonly about ten fee t 
after leaving the track before piling 
ins Into the gully. 
There was no apparatus on hand to 
fight the fire and he had sent f«»r 
none; he had not even sent for a* 
sistance, nor had he or his men at­ 
tempted to quench the flames, though 
they knew persons were pinned under 
the wreckage 
After questioning. De Reamer ad­ 
mitted the east side of the trac k had 
been raised for a distance of 350 feel.

PEACE PACT 


Agreement Ie Mexico WIN Be 
Reached Within 3 Oils. 


THE MEETIN6 ARE SECRET 


M sdero’s Insurrect©* May Be Taken 


Bodily Into Federal Arm y and Used 


to Restore Order Throughout the 
Country. 


El Paso, Tex., May 5.—At the con­ 
clusion of the first day’s session of 
the peace conference both the Mexi­ 
can and insurrecto commissioners In­ 
sisted th at progress was being made. 
The nearest they would come to tell­ 
ing anything, however, was to say 
that it looked aa if a peace agreem ent 
would be reached within three days. 
The commissioners were in session 
four hours. 
The m eeting took place 
in a tent in a grove of trees west of 
El Paso, on the banks of the Rio 
Grande, and was secret. 
The rebel commissioners had a con­ 
ference with Francisco I. Madero be­ 
fore entering the meeting. 
The m atter of the 
retirem ent of 
President Diaz, of Mexico, is to be 
discussed and may be the one feature 
on which there will be the greatest 
difficulty in agreeing, if it does not 
cause an absolute break. The insur- 
rectos will insist that some assurance 
be given of the early retirem ent of 
Diaz. 
The sessions were devoted practi­ 
cally to outlining a method of proce­ 
dure in passing the questions on which 
there it no disagreem ent, such as the 
right of the lasurrectoa to retain their 
arm s, division of governors, elections 
of minor officials, etc. The bigger is­ 
sues to be considered Include the re­ 
tirem ent of Dias, the methods of re 
gaining the land in the big estates 
and its distribution to the people, and 
features of this character. 
Peace Per All Mexico. 
Provisional 
President Madero re­ 
ceived a telegram from Mezico City 
informing bim that aa arm istice bad 
been entered into in the states of Mo­ 
relos and Guerrero and advising also 
that the lasurrectoa had entered into 
negotiations for peace. He replied that 
he approved the armistice, but denied 
their right to treat for peace, loss 
much is the peace commission treat­ 
ing for all Mexico la now In session 
at El Paso. 
Discussion Is now turning to what 
will happen when the insurrecto army 
is disbanded. The latest suggestion 
from responsible sources In Mexico is 
that 
practically the entire 
Madero 
army of 3000 men surrounding .luares 
is to he taken bodily into the service 
o fthe federal government, to be u*ed 
in putting down Any bands of rebels 
that may nto lay down their arm s 
when peace term s are reached. This 
move has been seriously considered by 
the federal aud insurrecto leaders and 
is expected to be a solution of the 
problem of restoring a state of perm a­ 
nent peace in northern Mexico. 
Advices fully confirmed by insur- 
rectos and federals are to the effect 
that the insurrectos bold Mazatian, 
previous 
federal 
denials 
notwit h 
standing. News also came of further 
activity in the vicinity of Torreon and 
that insurrectos in Sonora continue to 
receive 
recruits and smuggle 
arms 
over the Arizona border. 


Federals Slaughter Non-Combatants. 
The correspondent of El Pals, a 
Mexico City newspaper, received word 
from his paper in Mexico City that the 
federals are acting most barbarously 
in Puebla, where they are fighting the 
insurrectos. The paper wires that IU 
correspondent, who was present at 
the recent battle between federals and 
insurrectos at M atnmoros.lxucar, state 
of Puebla, declares that over 120 In­ 
nocent residents of the town were shot 
down by the federals and numbered 
With the Insurrecto dead in the report 
forwarded to the war departm ent. 
The correspondent says that when 
the flgiMlug commenced many of the 
inhabitants became panic-stricken, and 
a wild fight for places of safety fol­ 
lowed. The federals, he states, turned 
their Mausers on the fleeing non-com 
batants as well as on the fighting in­ 
surrectos and a slaughter resulted.

MURDER IS MURDER, HE SAYS 


Ex-President In Outlook Declares Los 


Angeles Outrage Has No Relation 


to Differences Between Capital and

“The arrests were made in conse­ 
quence of testimony secured by Mr. 
Burn*, who has 
been 
Mr. Heney’a 
right hand man in bringing to justice 
grafters who violated the law of tike 
United States in Oregon aud grafters 
who violated the laws of California in 
San francisco. He lias proceeded with 
impartial severity against the most 
influential politicians and the richest 
busmens men. 
It happens that the 
men whom he has now arrested are 
members of a labor organization, just 
as men whom he formerly arrested 
weie members of the Republican or 
Democ ratic 
party or of 
great and 
wealthy corporations. 
“It would have been a wicked thing 
In the former case* with which Mr. 
Burn* has had to do for leading Re­ 
publicans or Demoerat* to combine to 
break him down and support the ac­ 
cused merely because the accused be­ 
longed to their political (laities, and it 
would have been a wicked thing for 
big capitalists and big business men to 
make common cause with the capital­ 
ists against whom tic proceeded mere­ 
ly 
because 
they 
were 
(appalls!*. 
Wherever 
any politician of 
either 
party or any capitalist did actually 
take thi* position, whet It Pi iii the case 
i t the men prosecuted bv Mr. Burns 
ar iii any other case . the Outlook un- 
aesitatingly and severely denounced 
them. 
“In exactly tile same spirit I slate 
the conviction* of the Outlook in ex­

and has sent high officials to Jerusa 
lam to investigate charges that the 
foreigners carried away sacred relics 
hidden in the Mosque of Omar from 
the Homans in A. D. To, when the city 
was sacked by Titus.

has been spent by the syndicate, who 
engaged engineering experts who had 
been employed on the building of the 
London subway. 
The Duchess of M arlborough and 
members of the Armour family of Chi 
cago are reputed to be among the 
backers of the exj>edltlon.
